HREE crimes—the Hunn killing in Pasadena, the Hight- 
T Sweetin double slaying in Illinois and the Trewett trag- 

edy at Covina last week, which are now in the lime- 

light, all seem to involve some phase of the eternal tri- 
angle. In the first place why should there be any triangle? 
When two people are married the law says let no man put 
them asunder. It is supposed to be a lasting partnership until 
one or the other through death breaks that partnership. 

If this thought is kept in mind there will be no eternal 
triangle. The third angle must be admitted either by the hus- 
band or wife and must be encouraged in the encroachment, or 
there can be no triangle. It requires an invitation in order for 
an outsider to first enter the family cirele and then there must 
be encouragement or there could be nothing to change the 
friendship into love. 

There are so many people in the world without life part- 
ners, people who are lonely and craving for friendship that 
there is really no excuse for any triangle ever existing except 
for the spirit of rivalry and the excitement of stealing the 
other man’s wife or the othr woman's husband. Nine times 
out of ten there are better people within the same circle of 
frindship who are not married than the ones who are causing 
all the trouble.

A Blow at Gun-Toting 


EACE officers of California believe the use of weapons 
P in the commission of crime will lessen when it becomes 

more difficult to obtain weapons and the average. ob- 

server of current affairs holds this to be good logic. The 
movement to persuade the next Legislature to impose more 
and greater. restrictions on the use of firearms should have 
widespread support. It belongs properly to the other meth- 
ods propesed to deerease crime in this state to the irreducible 
minimum. 

Purchase of a deadly weapon should be made quite as dif- 
fieult as the purehase of poison, which it is not noy, then it 
should become so difficult that none could do so unless his 
application was approved by the peace authorities. It should 
{no more be possible to obtain a revolver from a mail order 
house than a package of arsenic. Acquisition of lethal drugs 
is rigidly safeguarded though the taking of ‘human life is ordi- 
narily with firearms which can be procured without difficulty. 

Members of the California Peace Officers’ Association pro- 
nounee the ready acquisition of weapons to be the greatest 
obstacle to the successful prevention of crime. They are ex- 
perts and should know. The advice they give ought to be 
heeded.

CITRUS MARKET 
PROSPECT GOOD 

Citrus fruits still to be ship- 
ped this season approximate 
2800 cars, and market condt- 
tions promise to continue good, 
eonsidering sizes. Present 
prices have ruled for the past 
two months, except for a drop 
on small sizes three weeks ago. 

Chicago and New York were 
onan average basis last week, 
while Pittsburgh and Boston 
were several degrees _ lower. 
Present crop will be gone in 
abcut a month, and a disturp- 
ing factor in the distribution 
of the navel crop is the report 
that Florida will this season 
ship a million more boxes of 
citrus fruit than were shipped 
last year. Parson Browns, tne 
early Florida fruit, will be on 
the market about October 15, 
about the time the California 
Valencia crop is cleaned up. 

The outlook for Southern 
California navels is good on 
sizes and grades, with average 
crop, though some authorities 
estimate probable production 
at slightly less than an aver- 
age crop. This opinion is held 
by J. A. Steward, general sales 
manager of the Mutual Orange 
Distributors. The fact is, he 
says, that no report shows a 
big crop, each district report- 
ing from light to fair, which 
means‘ below the average of 
shipments. 

While coming weather. con- 
ditions will have their effect 
upon grade forecasts, the size 
will be mediums, that which is 
sought by all growers as the 
most marketable. 

Reports from Tulare County 
conflict both as to crop on trees 
and to size of fruit, some re- 
porting the crop plentiful, but 
the fruit not of a size that will 
average up to las season’s 
shipments of 7000 cars. Others 
give the sizes as favorable and 
the crop’ as average.

Men Being Assembled From 
Every End of Los Angeles 
County to Fight the Fires; 
Charlton in Charge 





Fifty fir efighters, trapped 
inside an unbroken wall of 
flame by a sudden veering of 
the wind, battled for their liv- 
es yesterday at Chileo Flat, 
near Mt. Waterman. They es- 
caped, some at the cost of myi- 
nor burns, after fighting for 
almost an hour in the intense 
heat. The crew was led by 
Ranger Seoffield, who, with 
Deputy Ranger Anderson, is 
directing the work of 250 fire 
fighters in attempting to check 
the new. outbreak. 

Later in the day a small 
group of firemen and Mexicans, 
fighting the blaze in the Holly- 
wood and Beverly Hills  ais- 
trict, were caught between a 
backfire and the other flames 
and painfully burned, 

Three of them were so bad- 
ly injured they were taken to 
the Emergency- Hospital. They 
were Fireman F. G. Pinchott, 
Fireman K. L. Martin, and Al- 
fonso La Tower. 

These were the outstanding 
occurrences yesterday in what 
Los Angeles County Forester 
Stuart Flintham termed ‘‘the 
most dangerous day in the for- 
est fire situation this year. 

Fanned by Wind 

Fanned by swift desert 
winds, the fires, at two points, 
swept across areas dried to a 
highly inflammable condition 
by the burning sun. All the 
elements of nature combined to 
make the situation the most 


serious encountered thus far. 
Three hundred hastily  re- 
eruited men were fihting the 


Hollywood fire that leaped into 
life late Sunday morning. 

According to late reports 
this blaze, which for a tim- 
threatened some of the fash- 
ionable residences in the Bev- 
erly Hills district, was under 
control, as far as probable 
‘property damage itself was 
concerned. : 

The position of the blaze was 
in Coldwater and Franklin 
Canyons, north of Laurel Can- 
yon. Abandoning the blaze in 
the latter canyon, where the 
fire had attained great inten- 
sity during the day, the fire 
fighters, augmented by volun- 
teer workers, began the con- 
struction of a firebreak to ea- 
tend from Benedict to Frank- 
lin Canyons. 

Among those who gave vol- 
untary assistance to the fire 
fihters was Douglas Fairbanks, 
the film star, who took a crew 
of men from the Fairbanks- 
Pickford studio to the scene. 

-Late reports indicated that 
the battle appeared to have 
been successful and that the 
fire would not leap the has- 
tily constructed barriers. 

Meanwhile Federal Forest 
Supervisor R. H. Charlton was 
centering his attention upon 
the Mt. Waterman and Devil’s 
Canyon blaze, a continuation 
of the disastrous San Gabriel 
blaze which was thought ex- 
tinguished about a week ago. 

According to Charlton this 
blaze was rekindled from the 
ashes of the northern extrem- 
ity of the San Gabriel blaze 
by swift desert winds sweep- 
ing across the country from 
the east Saturday. When the 
wind increased Sunday to a 
35-mile-an-hour gale, the hand- 
ful of men patrolling the area 
were powerless to check the 
new advance. 

Men are being rushed to the 
distant area, which is about 6 
miles north of Palmdale, from 
Pasadena, San Fernando and 
other cities. 

County Forester Flintham, 
who is. centering his atten- 
tion on the more distant and 
apparently more serious blaze, 
bew over the area Sunday. He 
announced that the situation 
appeared very bad and that 
his office would: rush addition- 
: forces to the scene.

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO 


Contrary to the belief of 
many persons who have visit- 
ed ‘‘the jewel of the missions,” 
San Juan Capistrano, the bells 
which hang near the old stone 
ehurch are not the original 
bells which first called the nev- 
phytes from the surrounding 
mesa to worship with the pa- 
dres 

In making this statement 
Rev. St. John O’Sullivan, res- 
ident pastor, said that he was 
prompted in doing so by the 
numerous inquiries which have 
been_made since it was  an- 
nounced that ‘‘The Mission 
Pageant of San Juan Capastra- 
no’’ is to be produced there ev- 
ery Saturday and Sunday in 
October. 

Speaking of the bells, Rev. 
O’Sullivan went on to say: 

“When Fray Lasuen in Oc- 
tober, 1775, came to establish 
Mission San Juan Capistrane 
he brought along two church 
bells. The Indian revolt of 
November 4, 1775, at Mission 
San Diego, caused the found- 
ing to be postponed. Every- 
thing portable was taken to 
San Diego except the two bells. 
These were buried on the spor. 
In the following year Fray Ju- 





In 12 hours it may be pos-|ninero Serra arrived to estab- 


lish the mission. 

‘‘The cross which Fray, La- 
still 
standing. The two bells were 
disinterred, and placed in posi- 
tion to announce to the Indians 
of the region that now the 
mission was founded for their 
welfare. This happened on No- 
vember 1, 1776. 

‘“The bells served their pur- 
pose, how long we do_ not 
know, for they are not amc¥zZ 
the four that grace the belfry 
of San Juan Capistrano. The 
present bells bear dates of a 
much later period.’’ 

But while the old bells may 
still be heard on occasions the 
last of the old bell ringers is 
no more. Jose de la Gracia 
Cruz, the last of the old line 
of bell ringers, passed on a 
few months ago. He knew the 
mission when it was the center 
of cultural life in that vicinity 
and at the time of his death 
was over 90 years old. 

These bells are still rung on 
special occasions and visitors 
to the mission pageant will be
